Kansas City, April 7.—Frank G. Hag- 
german, attorney for the State T rust 
company of New York, the principal 
creditor of the Kansas, Pittsburg and 
G ulf railway, which was last Saturday 
night placed in the hands of receivers, 
favorable to the local interests, filed suit 
in the Federal court here to foreclose the 
m ortgage held by the tru st company on 
th at part of the road south of the Mis­ 
souri river for $‘28.(MIO,(HK). 
The petition 
asks th at a leceiver be appointed “to 
protect the interests of the bondholders” 
and asks an injunction to prevent any 
action or doings in the meantime. 
This 
is directed against the Kansas City, 
Pittsbuig and G ulf railw ay and the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas T rust com­ 
pany as trustees. 
The petition is a bill 
in equity and is extrem ely voluminous. 
No attack is made on the receivers. 
Trimble, Giliam and M artin, but it is 
stated th at the business of the road will 
not be adm inistered for the benefit of 
the State T rust company and the bond­ 
holders. 
The reason given for the suit 
is th at the Pittsburg and G ulf company 
defaulted in its interests, am ounting to 
$575,000, on April I. 
The company is 
declared to be insolvent and the north­ 
ern branch lines are said to be a drain 
on the m ain system. 
The Missouri, K ansas and Texas T rust 
company is made defendant in the suit 
because it is one of the trustees of the 
Pittsburg and Gulf. 
The suit w as a 
surprise to the receivers as no move was 
expected until after the attorney for the 
opposition, who has been here for sever­ 
al days, had returned to New York. 
Judge Phillipps, of the United States 
court, is ill and it is not known when 
the case w ill be taken up. 
The action 
taken by the opposition apparently ends 
all hope of a compromise, anti a bitter 
legal contest is certain w ith the possi­ 
bility of a clash between the Federal 
and the state courts. 


M orphy A gain tin ie r A rrest. 
K ansas City. 
April 7. - “Santiago” 
Morphy, alias “Mexican” Morphy, w ant­ 
ed in the City of Mexico on the charge 
of embezzling $70,000 from the N ational 
Bank of Mexico, was arrested at the 
Stratford hotel in this city by tw o de­ 
tectives. 
M orphy attem pted to escape 
but subm itted quietly when a revolver 
was leveled at his head. 
He was taken 
to the central station, joking w ith his 
captors on the w ay and locked up. Mor­ 
phy was arrested on the strength of a 
telegram from the chief of police of New 
Orleans from which place he escaped on 
Jan. 28 last. 


B r o o m C o rn 'Jum ps. 
Chicago, April 7.—Broom corn took a 
jum p of $10 a ton here Thursday. 
The 
Inm ediate cause of the advance, a ttri­ 
buted by some indirectly to the combi­ 
nation of the broom corn interests re­ 
cently formed in this city, was a report­ 
ed shortage of the supply. 
It is said the 
tru st has a corner on all the available 
stock.
